WASHINGTON (AP)-Winlhrop 


Rockefeller continued silent today 
on future political plans, although 
he has taken an upward step in 
Arkansas' Republican ranks. 


The GOP National Committee 


Thursday confirmed his appoint- 
ment as Arkansas National Com- 
mitteeman, a post to which he was 
nominalccl by the stale Republi- 
can Committee May 27. 


Again asked if he planned to 


seek 
the 
party's 
gubernatorial 


nomination in 19G2, Rockefeller 
continued the "no comment" at- 
titude he has taken so often when 
asked about political plans. 


Similar questions in the past 


have been met with such Rocke- 
feller answers as: "19G2 is a long 
way off." 


Traditionally Democratic Arkan- 


sas hasn't had a Republican gov- 
ernor since Reconstruction days 
and most GOP candidates for the 
post in recent years have staged 
only token campaigns. 


A lack of funds has been one 


drawback faced by party officials. 


Should the millionaire Rockefel- 


ler get the nomination, the finan- 
cial problem probably would dis- 
appear.

York's Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller, 
is a relative newcomer to Arkan- 
sas politics. He succeeded veteran 
Wallace Townscnd of Little Rock, 
who held the commillcoman's post 
for 33 years but resigned in favor 
of the Morrilton financier-cattle- 
man.

This seeming paradox is found 


in reports of 1000 industrial pur- 
chasing agents queried by the na- 
tional magazine of their trade. 
Purchasing. 


They also report price cutting 


below list quotations is oh the in- 
crease with industrial buyers find- 
ing several ways of getting a bet- 
ter deal. 


And the majority approves the 


government's stcpped-up enforce 
ment of antitrust laws and holds 
the effect will help business in 
general. 


The agents' reasoning isn't par 


adoxical. The majority holds that 
in most cases identical bids—such 
as government agencies are com- 
plaining about—are normal and 
strictly legal. That is, thery've ar- 
rived at by usual business prac- 
tices and without the collusion 
that brings Hie Justice Depart 
ment onto the scene.

Seventy-three per cent find ille- 


gal price fixing among industrial 
suppliers isn't increasing; 21 per 
cent say it is; 6 per cent have no 
opinion. 


Identical price quotations with- 


out collusion in evidence are in- 
creasing, say 5C per cent, while 44 
per cent disagree. This practice 
restricts compctilion in certain 
industries, 55 per cent believe. But 
34 per cent say not, and 11 per 
cent aren't saying. 


Some degree of identical pricing 


protects smaller suppliers from 
being driven to the wall.by price 
wars in the opinion of 49 per cent. 
This is disputed by 43 per .cent,' 
and 8 per cent abstain.

antitrust enforcement is approved 
by 73 per cent, disapproved by 21 
per cent, with 6 per cent silent. 


And G5 per cent say this will 


benefit business in general, 23 per 
cent say it will be harmful, and 
12 per cent aren't sure.

31 years of tyranny, had outlived 
his particular time. 


The. middle class had risen

He survived as long as he did 


on sheer muscle at a lime when 
social revolutions were sweeping 
not only Lntin America but the 
world. What outdated him was 
this: 


While all around him the mass- 


es of Latin America were de- 
manding greater gratification of 
their desire for a better life, and 
a better part in it, he kept his 
so-called republic frozen in the 
old ways. 


Fidel Castro in Cuba is no less

But, beside Trupillo, he looks ex~- 
trcmely modern with his prom- 
ises of a richer life and a sense 
of

masses.

to the word Safety awl all that.

ties a driver encounters is in re- 
gard to his passengers. This is 
especially noted by bus drivers. 
When it comes to seliool bus driv- 
ers, even caution must be taken 
as passengers who are children 
are apt to be more unpredictable 
getting on and off the bus ami 
crossing the street or road, 


So much for the children. What 


about, the driver 
himself? In; 


Hempstead County last year there 
were 54 school bus drivers who 
transported a daily average of 
2,3!K) children, white and colored, 
to all parts of Che county. Natur- 
ally, they each had to have a 
driver's license, but a lest wasn't 
required lo have an old license 
renewed. 


Is that; really the best policy 


lo follow? Our children's lives 
are entrusted to these drivers, so 
shouldn't an animal checkup be 
required of them? Mrs. Ernest 
Graham, the Health and Safety' 
chairman of the Arkansas HD 
Council, has been bringing these 
facts to the attention of various 
home demonstration clubs and 
luis found a great deal of interest 
among'the club members.

ily have licenses to drive, some- 
times it has been a good many 
years since they were given tests 
to insure their competence. Awl 
some may never have been test- 
ed!

would not cost the school districts 
nor the bus drivers a dime. The

Division of the Arkansas Highway 
Department will send state troop- 
ers to give the tests on a dale to 
be set.

erintendents of Schools lo whom 
the propsilin has been prescn-tcd 
have endorsed it wholeheartedly, 
Some school boards in the county 
have passed a ruling requiring 
that school bus drivers be given 
tests before receiving licenses to 
drive.

Faubus Still 
Promoting 
Bond Plan 


HOT SPRINGS, Ark. (AP) - 


Gov. Orval E. Faubus continued 
to promote his proposed $GO mil- 
lion state construction bond plan 
Wednesday, even as opponents 
stepped Up their campaign to de- 
feat the measure. 


Faubus told a closing session of 


the Arkansas Hospital Association 
here that other state agencies 
should not be neglected because 
the public schools are calling for 
more funds. 


The governor said 50 per cent 


of the state's revenue goes to the 
public schools now. 


"Should we neglect aM these 


other agencies and institutions to 
have more consideration for pub- 
lic schools?" he asked. 


The bond program, approved by 


the 1961 Arkansas Legislature, 
must gain public support at a 
special election to be called some- 
time this summer. 


Money from the bonds would go 


for construction at a number of 
state agencies, including the Uni- 
veristy of Arkansas, the seven 
state - supported colleges, State 
Hospital and Arkansas Children's 
Colony. 


Main opposition has come from 


the Arkansas Education Associa- 
tion and a group called the Ar- 
kansas Committee for the Public 
Schools, headed by Joshua K, 
Shepherd of Little Rock. Both 
groups maintain 
the 
program 


would be advanced at the expense 
of the public schools. 


Shepherd 
disclosed at 
Little 


Rock Wednesday that the com- 
mittee has sent out requests for 
donations to aid in the campaign. 


The requests went to 200 Ar- 


kansas residents who have written 
the committee to say they want to 
help in the battle against the bond 
proposal, Shepherd said. 


At the same time, Forrest Roz- 


zell, executive secretary of the 
AEA, said that the association's 
14000 teacher members are being 
urged to apply for absentee ballots 
if they plan to be away from 
home this summer. 


By putting in advance requests 


for absentee ballots the teachers 
would be prepared when the elec- 
tion is called, Rozzell said. 


Faubus, 
in bis Hot Springs 


speech, said Rozzell "wants all 
the revenue to do with it as he 
sees fit." 


The governor also touched on 


one of the bond's proposal's fi- 
nancing aspects —, revenue from 
12 additional days of horse racing 
at Hot Springs Oaklawn Park. 


Faubus said that while he didn't 


personally care for horse racing 
at Hot Springs the state should 
derive funds from it. 


The horse racing aspect of the 


bond issue's financing came in for 
criticism in a report submitted to 
the North Arkansas Methodist 
Church convention meeting this 
week. 


Delegates to the 126th annual 


meeting too no action on the re- 
port by Dr. William E. Brown, 
executive director of the affiliated 
Christian Civic Foundation of Ar- 
kansas. 


"Such a relationship as pro- 


posed in support of education by 
Oaklawn race track gambling 
must not and cannot be tolerated 
in the state of Arkansas," Brown's 
report said. 


An editorial in the foundation's 


newsletter, contained in the re- 
port, declared that the bond issue 
would give horse racing at Hot 
Springs a new lease on life for 
another 25 years at least. 


The bonds would be retired over
